Says Criminal Laws, Not Government 
Ownership, Will Keep American 
Rallroads Out of Politics. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Senator Albert J 
Beveridge of Indiana to-night opened the 
Republican Congressional campaign in the 
Middle West by delivering an address in 
the Auditorium under the auspices of the 
Hamilton Club of Chicago. In the course 
of his speech he referred to the situation 
in Cuba and said: 

“The fate of the Cuban people is in the 
hands of the Cuban people. If they fail 
in this tria] with which they have been 
tested by a wisdome beyond human wis- 
dom; if for the preservation of practical 
liberty the American flag ought to float in 
| Cuba, then let men doubt that the 
American flag will float there. And when 
it is unfurled from Santlago to Havana. 
that flag will mean for Cuba what it has 
meant wherever it has been raised—lib- 
erty regulated by law, peaceful industry 
protected by orderly government, human 
rights secured by independent courts up- 
held by all the force of. the greatest Gov- 
ernment existing among men. 

‘But let no man be deceived as to what 
intervention It not mean 
proclamations; it means soldiers. Fifty

quired to restore Cuba to the condition In 
which re 34 a Fifty thousand 
troops for at least one year will be neces- 
sary to build up again that 
which we once established in Cuba and 
which themselves have shat- 
tered.

Let Eu- 
j} rope copy America, not America copy Eu- 
rope. Government control of railways, but 
not Government ownership of railways. 

“The railroads make the man who 
lives on the Atlantic the neighbor of him 
who lives on the Pacific and all Americans 
brothers. They are the greatest element 
}in creating that common Americanism 
| which makes the Republic’s eighty mill- 
homogeneous people. They

are all this and more if managed, not as 
a private business, but as a public trust. 

* Those who advocate Government own- 
ership admit that private management is 
more efficient, admit that American rail- 
way service is the best railway service in 
the world.

by Commissioner Ellison.

Greater New York, in round numbers, is 
about 500,000,000 gallons, or about 182,- 
500,000,000 gallons in one year, according 


to a report on the water supply issued by | 


Commissioner Ellison yesterday. 
weight this water represents daily about 
2,100,000 tons, and it would flood a street 
60 feet wide to a depth of 10 feet for a dis- 
tance of 21 miles. 

For the distribution of the water 
through the various Boroughs, about 2,000 
miles of mains, varying in size from 6 
inches to 60 inches, have been laid. For 
the high pressure, or so-called salt water 
system, over seventy-eight miles of 
mains, varying in size from 8 inches to 
24 inches, will be laid, to which there will 
be attached 2,012 hydrants, the whole 
system being operated by two pumping 
stations furnishimg either salt or fresh 
water, as may be required, through which 
a pressure of 300 pounds can be obtained 
at any point within the protected district 
within a minute after the alarm of fire 
is received. 

The gas and electricity division of Com- 
missioner Ellison’s department submitted 
a report, showing that 65,818 lights, with 
a nominal power of about 
candles, are in use in the city.

Troops in Kamchatka Murdered the 
Crew of a Fishing Vessel. 


TOKIO, Sept. 22.—The fishing ship 
Kietei Maru has arrived here and brings 
@ report from Kamchatka of the dis- 
covery on July 17 at the mouth of the 
Kaichav River of the bodies of eleven 
Japanese, and the burned remains of a 
ship.

LONDON, Sept. 22.—Among the pas- 
sengers who left Liverpool to-day for 
New York on the Umbrta are Sir William 
H. and Lady Perkin. 


Sir William Perkin, who is accompanied 
by Lady Perkin and their daughters, is 
oo to this country to receive a public 
tribute on account of the great services he 
rendered to chemical industry and 
science. A few weeks ago the jubilee of 
his discovery of mauve, by 47hich the 
foundation of the coaltar industry was 
| laid, was celebrated in London, there 
| pane present on that occasion as dele- 
gates many of the leading chemists and 
men of science of Great Britain and 
Europe. The United States was repre- 
| sented by Dr. Leo Baekeland. 

Sir William, who is 68 years old, had 
been knighted previous to the celebration. 
| A committee had been formed in this 
| country to take part in the jubilee cele- 
bration, but it decided to hold a separate 
celebration in the Autumn, belleving that 
by this means it would confer greater 
honor on Sir William than if contributions 
were sent to the English fund. At a meet- 
ing held last May the following pro- 
gramme was drawn up:

In 1900 I rented a seven-room flat on 
Manhattan Avenue, in the Morningside 
Park district, for $30, and the other flats, 
sever in all, brought proportionate rents. 
The owner valued the property at $25,000, 
for which sum he sold it in 1902 to a man 
who proved to be a speculator of a cer- 
tain type that has multiplied very rapidly 
within the past few years. Speculators 
have bought that hottse and sold it four 
times since, and each time the rent has 
been raised, so that the floor I rented 
in 1900 for $30 now brings $42, and the 
present owner has the house in the mar- 
ket for $38,000. I might say in passing 
that only $6,000 cash is required, and one 
of the former speculators only put up 
$2,000 cash. 

There have been no improvements made 
in the houss, the adjoining property has 
remained the same, and the assessed val- 
uation and tax rate have varied but littie, 
so that the enormot increase in valua- 
tion has been eaused wholly by unsound 
speculation, .

The Ward Line steamship Seguranca 
brought to port another chapter in thé 
; story of havoc wrought among sailing 
| vessels by the hurricane which raged off 
Cape Hatteras last week. The Seguranca 
had as passengers the Captain and the 
crew of seven men the schooner 
Charles F. Tuttle bound from Mexico to 
Cuba Like the British bark Austria, 
whose crew was rescued by the German 
liner Altar, the Tuttle was a complete 
wreck when her men were rescued off 
the North Carolina coast. 

For fifty-eight hours Capt. Heath of 
the Tuttle and his men clung to the miz- 
zen rigging of the ship without anything 
|to eat or drink, when the Seguranca 
came along and picked them up. The 
| shipwrecked men were in a serious con- 
when they were rescued by the 
Seguranca. 

“Capt. Heath of the Tuttle sald that he 
sailed from Charleston for New York with 
1 cargo of lumber early on the morning 
Sept. 15. When he reached the open 
he found favorable wind. Suddenly, 
on the morning of the following day, the 
ss became overcast, great seas sprang 
wind freshened into a gale. 

The gale changed to a hurricane that 
raged from noon of the 16th until the 
morning of the 18th with unabated fury.

The crew took 
to the rigging and stayed there for the 
| next two days, without food or water. 
The hurricane had fortunately abated by

Another question of.great interest about which 
we talked was that of the connection between the 
Vesuvian eruption and the Californian and Chilean 
earthquakes. Prof. Matteticci believes that such a 
connection exists, or existed, but not in the sense in 
which many people understand it. He does not think 
that the explosion at Vesuvius resembled the fall of 
a trigger setting off a gun. But he does think that 
the phenomena in question are related as the results 
of one common cause manifesting itself nearly sim-

Our lheiresses whose fathers broke stones for 
a bare living and lived but a degree above 
the peasant Slav of to-day, transgress the laws of 
precedence with tremendous relish which they fondly 
call American independence. And, worse than all, we 
lack a proper reverence for holy places. At Constan- 
tinople a large party of American tourists arrived at 
St. Sophia at the hour of native service on Friday, 
which is the Mohammedan Sabbath. They were met 
at the mosque steps by a Mohammedan gentleman, 
who requested them in the most courteous manner 
to refrain from entering while service was in prog- 
ress, aS an intrusion at that time was exceedingly un- 
welcome to the worshippers. Two men out of thirty- 
three respected the request; the rest pushed past the 
great leather curtain that screens the entrance, and 
went in, none too quietly. Presumably, my enthu- 
siastic countrymen did not consider it irreverent to 
disttrb a “ heathen service,’”’ as they called it. Inct- 
dentally they felt assured of American protection in 
case of consequent trouble, which did not occur, for 
the Mohammedans overlooked the insult, but it may 
be safely said that they did not love us any the more 
for all that. I wonder what we would do should a 
horde of insolent Turks overrun our Trinity during 
service hour? 

A few weeks. later, while visiting the royal palace 
at Athens, which the King had graciously thrown 
open for inspection, a throng of touring Americans 
happened to enter the throne room while I was there. 
One of the young men who made loud remarks 
about the lack of magnificence handled the purple 
velvet canopy with a familiar air till he was po- 
litely requested to desist. 

‘I wonder what it feels like to sit on a throne,” 
he remarked jauntily, and the next moment he had 
set foot on the royal velvet of the dais and seated 
himself upon the throne. The look of outraged 
astonishment on the faces of the guards would 
have shamed any one but this “ independent Amer- 
ican,’’ who smiled down at them with an “ I’m-as- 
good-as-any-King"’ expression until an officer hur- 
ried up and begged him to rise. ‘‘ The King is in the 
adjoining room, Sir,’”’ he said in great trepidation. 

‘Indeed!’ said the American. ‘“ Well, I’m not 
afraid of any King.” When he had finally been 
persuaded to vacate his position the guards knelt 
down and wiped the dust marks of his feet from the 
velvet with their handkerchiefs, while we withdrew 
—some of us in deep disgust and humiliation, 





ultaneously on widely separated parts of the earth’s 
crust. This cause, in his opinion, was simply the 
yielding of the terrestrial shell along its well-known 
faults, or lines of weakness, in consequence of the 
gradual shrinkage brought about by the secular cool- 
ing of the interior. Matteucci, without dogmatizing 
on that subject, is disposed to regard the interior of 
the earth as in an incandescent state, and this is the 
great common cause of all seismic phenomena. 
When the earth shall have become cold to its centre, 
as the moon seems to have become, there will be no 
more quiverings of its crust and no more outbreaks 
of lava and hot gases. 

Again, while we were talking of this branch of the 
subject, I asked Prof. Matteucci whether, in his 
opinion, the extraordinary seismic activity of the 
past six months is likely to continue for some time 
to come, or to cease as suddenly as began. By 
way of reply he turned to a Map of the 
World,” like that here reproduced, and put his finger 
upon the various regions characterized by the prev- 
alence of earthquakes and volcanic eruptions. 

“I can make no predictions,” he said. ‘‘ Here are 
the faults in the earth’s crust where such things oc- 
cur. We have had an outbreak at Vesuvius [put- 
ting his finger on the Italian peninsula:] we have 
had another in Calfiornia, [indicating on the map;] 
a third has occurred here, [pointing to Chile;] but 
[letting his finger follow rapidly the significant lines 
in the West Indies, in Alaska, in Japan, the Philip- 
pines, the East Indies] who can tell as to these other 
places? Perhaps the seismic forces tn the interior 
which have given rise to what has already happened 
have exhausted their ene rgy for the present—perhaps 
not. I can only repeat that 
tion where we can make predictions, but in twenty 
years, perhaps, it will be different. Then we may 
understand what now we do not know.” 

In regard to the various theories of the cause of 
Seismic outbreaks which have been proposed lately, 
Prof. Matteucci did not care to say much. Such 
theories, for instance, as Dutton’s, who ascribes vol- 
canic eruptions to the periodic accumulation of heat 
through the transformations of radio-active sub- 
Stances in the earth's crust interest the Vesuvian 
expert, but he is indisposed to discuss them—at least 
outside of strictly scientific circles. So, too, he will 
neither amert nor deny that there may be something 
in the hypothesis that the unsteadiness of the earth’s 
axis may react upon the tnterlor in such a way as to 
increase the seismic activity at certain times. But 
for him, as already indicated, the great desideraturm 
{is continued study of actual phenomena. In the 
future progress of the science of seismology and in 
its practical usefulness to mankind, as soon as it is 
able to make forecasts, he has absolute faith.

Mr. Harriman’s history is a story of such fights. 
He fought with Morgan, with Hill, with the Goulds, 
with Stuyvesant Fish, with everybody, almost.

Even when he designs an action, say, of 
direct benefit to his shareholders his way of doing 
it makes trouble. He came to loggerheads with his 
shareholders but recently in the matter of the in- 
crease of the dividends of Union and Southern 
Pacific. A group of minority stockholders, asking 
for an accounting from Mr. Harriman in the Wells- 
Fargo imbroglio, are said to have been told by his 
lawyer that ‘‘ Mr. Harriman moves in a higher world, 
where stockholders may not hope to enter.” 

Interesting indeed would it be to know if Mr. 
Harriman shares the view of his lawyer; if to him, 
too, it appears that he dwells in a world apart from 
ordinary men—a world where he dreams his mighty 
dream of railway conquest, where already he seems 
to be throned and acclaimed as King of the Railway, 
and if he hopes to translate this dream into the real 
world! Then we should know if a sense of destiny 
urges him on his course or if he be merely impelled 
along it by circumstances and the instinct to make 
money. 

From the beginning Mr. Harriman has been a 
once a@ most economical railroad executive and a 
highly spectacular and daring manipulator of the 
money market. He strained all his energies to in- 
crease the earning capacity of the roads under his 
direction; spent no money, or very little, in the 
building of absolutely new lines, but reached out 
on all sides to gain standing in or control of already 
existing lines that lay within the regions he desired 
to tap. His every step has been marked by public 
outcry, by legal complications, and his alleged poli- 
tical affiliations, his connection with dubious stock 
market transactions, and his Equitable Assurance 
Life manipulations have caused many moralists to

The foxhound is the development

requirements of fox hunting. He is of ancient 
age, only as a hound; an adaptation of his inherited 
instinct to man’s modern ideas of hunting. The im- 
mediate ancestor of the foxhound is the harrier. 

What the terrier is to an Englishman the beagle 
is to the American sportsman. As far back as 
1475 the beagle is mentioned in Hiterature. Its an- 
cestors were very diminutive, so smal! that it was 
called the glove beagle, the size of a gauntlet glove. 
Its voice was so small, compared with other hounds, 
that they were called “singing beagles,” efforts 
being made to get voices of different tones to chime 
Their distinction began with the favor 
and then the breeders taok 
notice of them.

the delegation, to grant subventions and other ad- 
vantages to navigation companies; it is indispensable 
that the Governments on granting these concessions 
interfere directly in fixing the itineraries of the 
steamers and also the tariffs for freight and passen- 
gers. Only by doing this can the nations of the Amer- 
ican Continent give a more energetic impulse to their 
trade in natural and manufactured products with a 
view to increasing the production and permitting the 
exploration of many rich and productive regions 
which have hitherto remained inactive only because 
of the lack or rareness of transportation. 

“On the other hand, the great length of time 
which these steamers remain in the American ports, 
and the ihnumerable contributions and taxes imposed 
on them in these ports, rendering difficult the load- 
ing and unloading of their cargo and enhancing the 
expenses of transportation, have contributed much to 
raise the price of freights. 

“From the report of the Committee on Maritime 
Transportation and River Navigation of the former 
Pan-American Conference the following taxes and 
contributions are levied on ships in the ports of some 
of the nations represented in the conference: 

“Cableage, anchorage, pilotage, sanitary bulletin, 
ballast, port receipts and manifest, harbor master 
stamp, charge and discharge, telegraph entry, ton- 
nage lighthouse, sanitary visit, right of way by forts, 
fine for want of documents, hospital, list of crew, and 
quay duties.” 

The Chilean delegation suggested as a solution of 
the problem: 

1.—That after careful consideration an arrange- 
ment be entered into between the different American 
countries for the establishment of one or more steam- 
ship lines from the Atlantic Coast of North America 
down one coast of South America and up the other 
and on to the Pacific Coast of North America; that 
the ships of these lines be exempt from Consular 
duties and all taxes or contributions of any nature

ILLIAM MARCONI, who has de- 


voted his life to the commercial 
utility of wireless telegraphy, is 


one of the world's youngest 
celebrities. He was born in 


-> Italy in 1874, which makes him 

just 32 years old. He married 

a year ago last March the Hon. Beatrice 
O'Brien. When he was 16 years old he 
began experimenting on his father’s es- 
tate in Italy to test his theory that an 
electrical current can pass through any 
Substance, and {f directed by control 
could follow an undeviating course with- 
out a wire or any other visible conductor. 
Sr William Henry Preece, Chief electrical 
engineer of the English Postal Telegraph, 
was the first to see a value in an instru- 
ment for wireless telegraphy invented by 
the boy Marconi. These first tests were 
entirely successful, and were made in 
England With the aid of Marconi’s ap- 
paratus Sir William Henry Preece suc- 
ceeded in sending messages from Spezia 
to a steamer fifteen kilometers .out at sea. 
Messages were also sent from land by 
Queen Victoria to the Prince of Wales, 


who was on the royol yacht in 1897. 


Marconi came to America first in 1889. 
He applied wireless telegraphy first in 
this country to report the elections in 
1900 In 1902 he established wireless 
communication across the Atlantic. A 
daily news service by wireless was estab- 


lished on the transatlantic liners in 1904.

The cheapest biouse in the long run for 
the ‘woman moderate means, whvu 
wishes a garment suitable to wear with 
a handsome and elaborate tailor-made 
coat and skirt, is one of the real laces, or 
of real lace combined with another or 
with net. Cluny blouses made over 
silk clean beautifully, they wear indefin- 
itely, they are handsome, becoming, and 
not too expensive. 

Irish crochet 1s not oniy much more ex- 
but it not clean quite 
well as Cluny, unless cleaned very often, 
for the flowers are so hard and solid that 
once solled they require care in cleaning. 
Then, too, the heavy portions of the 
crochet, because of their being raised, 
gather all the dirt, the flowers digging 
into furniture, whatever the blouse 
may rest against when being worn. 

Real or imitation valenciennes makes 
charming blouses, either alone or com- 
bined with other laces. The real is ex- 
pensive, and much of the imitation would 
answer the purpose of a blouse quite as 
well. 

Crépe de chine, fine or heavy linen, 
and other white goods are being shown 
in blouses, the material forming a frame- 
work to connect squares of cluny, cro- 
chet, or other lace into the shape of 4 
waist. These are more novel than the all 
lace, but they will not clean or last 
well, as the heavy cloth always pulls the 
lace, and they are not likely to be worn 
indefinitely, season after season, as are 
the all+lace for the biouse, it Is 
safe to say, will not go out in this day 
and generation 

Sleeves may be either of elbow length, 
three-quarters, or quite long. Perhaps 
the last two are the safest to adopt for 
the coming cooler season, although sleeves 
ending just below the elbow and having 
separate cuffs of the lace to be attached 
is an ideal way for the woman who. wants 
to be economical. Straws show that the 
long sleeves will come back to us, but 
the greater comfort. not to say cleanlj- 
ness, of the elbow-length sleeve makes it 


universally popular, even with the skin- 
niest of people.

Higher Education Through the Eyes Becom- 


ing the Characteristic Mark of the Period. 
By CHARLES DE KAY.

N the United States the period up 
to the civil war may be termed 
that of the building .of churches, 
-while the forty years subsequent 
may be ‘called.the era of hospitals 
and colleges. Just now we are be- 
ginning the century in ap era of 

art galleries and museums. 

Churches are sttfll built, and, indeed, one 
of the largest in the world is going up on 
Cathedral Heights, Manhattan. Though 
some generous soul now and then may 
still find a city unprovided with a hos- 
pital and promptly plant. one there, the 
fashion of the day runs to art and the 
amassing in museums and public or pri- 
vate galleries of objects beautiful, curious 
or merely instructive from an historical 
point of view, the purpose being to assist 
in the education of the people through the 
eyes by placing before them the most in- 
teresting objects and those most likely to 
stimulate the art sense or the inventive- 
ness of the visitors. To some degree one 
finds a purpose in these foundations dis- 
tinctly aimed at the art student; but in 
general the donors start with a wider 
idea, that of the education of the masses. 

A very natural aim, considering the 
democratic temper of most_ Americans 
and the warning signals displayed every- 
where against the inroad of ignorant mil- 
lions from Southern and Eastern Europe! 

To begin near home, there are the two 
extensions making and to be made to the 
Metropolitan Museum. The design of the 
north wing on Fifth Avenue now in 
building will be found in to-day’s Picto- 
rial Supplement. It is a design by Mc- 
Kim, Mead & White, which expresses very 
clearly on the outside the purpose of the 
building itself, notably that exhibits are 
to be shown requiring a top light and also 
that this part of the Museum is to have a 
lecture hall with a fair seating capacity. 
All this is expressed by the external pro- 
portions. Architecturally it will vary a 
little from the central body on the avenue 
already erected, though the material used 
and the main lines are of course the same. 
This isthethird orfourth firm of architec's 
employed on the Metropolitan. Perhaps 
in time one will be found whose designers 
are thoroughly familiar with the special 
needs of museums as to light, the most 
effective disposition of exhibits, and tHe 
circulation of crowds. They will then 
supply buildings in which paintings and 
delicately fashioned objects will not disap- 
pear in profound gloom when the sky is 
slightly overcast and the Museum does 
not become practically useless on a Win- 
ter afternoon. 

The Metropolitan seeks first # 
this northern wing, where lecth.vs on art 
can be held in continuance of the plan of 
enlisting the co-operation Columbia 
University. But after that comes the south 
wing. on Fifth Avenue, which will give a 
frontage on that thoroughfare comparable 
to that of the Natural History section of 
the South Kensington complex in London. 
In the same zone, but fronting on Central 

"ark West, is the new building of the 
Historical Society, designed by York & 
Sawyer, the main central portion nearing 
completion, the north and south wings to 
be added hereafter. Provision has been 
made to exhibit the old paintings and 
prints in a better Hght than Second 
Avenue building possesses, as well as ac- 
commodate properly the books. The pub- 
lic library on Bryant Square, designed by 
Carrére & Hastings, is not unpro- 
vided with galleries for the display of art 
works under advantageous conditions as 
to light. Considering the paintings and 
prints at the Lenox and Astor Libraries, 
the necessity for such galleries on a lib- 
eral scale is apparent when consolidation 
takes place and these buildings are turned 
to other uses. 

Manhattan also has the new building of 
the’ Hispanic Society, designed by the 
architect Huntington and due to the liber- 
ality of Mr. Archer M. Huntington, while 
directly beside it will rise the home of the 
Numismatic Society after plans by the 
same architect These new edifices ar« 
at 155th Street and Boulevard Lafayette, 
close to the banks of the Hudson. On 
Murray Hill the private art gallery and 
library of Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan has 

. been finished after designs by McKim, 
Mead & White, with mural paintings by 
Michael Finn. But the art gal- 
leries alone would chapter to 
themselves. 

Brooklyn Borough of the

Discriminating visitors to American and 
European art museums cannot fail to »e 
struck by the fact that the art of pre- 
senting objects to the public in an in- 
telilgent way, that they educate the 
public, is in a sadly rudimentary stage. 
In both continents art museums, for the! 
most part, are found in the condition 
where quantity ruins quality and lack of 
knowledge of the absorption point in the 
public produces fatigue in the visitors. 
Old palaces and othe: buildings designed | 
for entirely different purposes are upt 
to sin on the side of light and ventlia- 
tion—cardinal sins both; but at least they 
offer large rooms and small, galleries 
and cozy rooms fitted fir small objects, 
interesting nooks, and no”el wall spaces. 
Art museums planned by modern arcai- | 
tects for the specific purpose of exhibit- 
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ing things are usually, though not al- 
ways, better lighted; but they run to 
galleries unduly big and cold, vast floors 
that are as hard as flint, where one 
marches past endless frames filled .with 
paintings, not selected to give a progress- 
ive unfolding of the art of a certain mas- 
ter, but hung far more with an idea of 
adapting the size of the frame, or possi- 
bly the tone of the picture, to the general 
interior. Some European galleries have 
begun to pay attention to the massing of 
one man's work, The National Gallery, 
London, for example, devotes two rooms 
to Turner's paintings. Unfortunately, the 
rooms are not large enough, and the ef- 
fect would be better if one-quarter of the 
withdrawn.
